There is awaiting the republicans 
who have had so much to s a y about 
the senate sugar schedule and the 
sugar trust a rude awakening. 
Sen­ 
ator Brice has given to several d em ­ 
ocratic senators an outline of the 
growth of the sugar trust and what 
the M cK inley bill has done for it. 
It has been charged that there has 
been speculation in stocks by reason 
of the senate’s changes in the sugar 
schedule. 
At 
the 
first 
favorable 
opportunity Senator Brice will bring 
before the senate, so that the entire 
country may know it, just what ef­ 
fect 
the legislation of 
1890 
had 
upon the sugar trust’s certificates. 
Much in a general way has been 
written about the sugar trust. 
It 
has been stated by both democrats 
and republicans on the floor of the 
senate that the profits to the trust 
in 1893 were $27,000,000 on a cap­ 
ital stock of $75,000,000. 
But its 
history, coupled with the progress 
of the M cK inley bill legislation, is 
an even more startling arraignment 
of republican methods 


The sugar trust was formed in 
1887 as a trust pure and simple. 
There was no legal incorporation, 
but merely agreement among those 
who 
composed 
it. 
Trust 
certifi­ 
cates were issued just like tliose of 
the Standard Oil company 
trust, 
and the capital stock was fixed at 
$50,000,000. 
Of this amount $43,- 
600,000 were issued and the rcmain- 
$7, 000, 000 a few months later. 
In E'ebruary, 1889, 
these trust cer­ 
tificates began to be dealt with on 
the New York stock exchange. 
This 
was eighteen months before the M c ­ 
Kinley bill was being considered. 
In the winter of 
1890 the M c ­ 
Kinley bill was introduced, and the 
fluctuation in the certificates of the 
sugar trust marss the 
progress 
uf 
the sugar schedule in that measure.

As soon as the work is done they 
fill up a note tor the rods at 75 or 
80 cents a foot instead of 10 cents 
a foot as the verbal agreement was, 
and the farmer finds his bill a large 
one, and on examining the contract 
he signed he finds that

pressly agreed that no verbal agree­ 
ment shall be binding on the com ­ 
pany.
